The Common Council of Chicago have 

adopted a resolution directing the Corpora- 
tion Counsel to report his opinion as to the 
power of the Council to call a special elec- 
tion for the election of all city officers under 
the charter of 1872, prior to the annual elec- 
tion under such charter.”

THE LATE LAKE DISASTERS. 

The loss of the propellers Equinox and 
Mendota in the late severe gale should direct 
attention to the practices of our lake marine. 
There is little doubt that both these vessels 
were unseaworthy. They were both rated as 
B 2, next to condemnation. The rates are 
4 1, A 2, BI, B2, and condemned. Those 
rated B 2 can get no insurance, which is the 
best practical test of unseaworthiness. But 
they are kept in service and loaded down to 
the waters edge as long as they can get a 
license. The trouble is that the vessels are 
not condemned when they ought to be. Ase 
rule, all the vessels which are rated as B 2, 
and cannot get insurance, are in an un- 
fit condition for service. An American 
Pumsorz might find herein oan excel- 
lent opportunity for fame and for 
benefiting his fellow-creatares. Perhaps 
the work in this country would be of so dif- 
fused a nature as to require rather an associa- 
tion than individual application; but cer- 
tainly there is a demand for closer inspection 
and a prompter condemnation of our lake 
vessels. 

The practice of towing barges is also one 
that should be prohibited. Had the Equi- 
nox and the Mendota been free on Thursday 
night, there is reason to believe that they 
might have escaped, or at least that they 
would not have been so suddenly and totally 
wrecked as to give the crews and passen- 
gers » scarcely opportunity for saving 
their lives. The barges are an inven- 
tion to make one propeller do the work 
of two. When they were first used, they 
were made from the hulks of abandoned pro- 
pellers; now they are built especially for 
this service, scooped out so as to hold the 
greatest possible cargo, and have a broad, 
flat front, which presents a resistance against 
the waves instead of cutting through them. 
The Mendota, scarcely fit to propel itself and 
its own cargo, was towing two of these im- 
mense machines. They were attached by 
great hawsers to the rear of the propeller, 
dragging it back; atthe same time all the 
power of the steam and the screw of the pro- 
peller was brought into use to pull them for- 
ward. Thus there were two great forces working 
in opposite directions. It was as if two pow- 
erful horses should take hold of a frail wood- 
en box and pull at it in opposite ways. ‘The 
strain on the propeller of these opposite 
forces weakened it in its vital part, and when 
the waves struck it the arches gave way. 

A large proportion of the disasters which 
have occurred on the lake have been under 
the circumstances in which the Mendota went 
to pieces. The unseaworthiness of the pro- 
pellers for one thing, the practical carrying 
of two or three loads instead of one for an- 
other thing, and the tremendous strain of the 
barges for a third, are the principal reasons 
for the bad wrecks and fearful loss of life. 

There should be such a system of inspectie® 
as to prevent these abuses.

it do the Democratic party when the defeat 
of the Republicans merely gives the offices to 
no-party mongrels and bad men, who take no 
interest in the Democratic party nor the pub- 
lic good, and who merely use our votes to 
help them plunder us as tax-payers ?” 

The Mongrels represent nothing but spoils 
and the Know-Nothing spirit. Mr. Hesrva, 
their leader, declares he is not a Democrat, 
and refuses to promise that, if elected by 
Democratic votes, he will do anything for 
the party in the Presidential campaign.

The public is divided, on the currency ques- 
tion, into three classes.

tion and nothing put upon the record which 


would add to the improbability of ultimate 
redemption. ‘This is the laisse-faire, the do- 
nothing, the stand-still party. It is pretty 
large, and it votes now on one side, now on 
the other, now not at all, actuated by a vague 
desire to keep an exact balance between the 
two other fractions of the body politic. 

The second class of the general public 


wants the paper currency so bettered that 
it will be interconvertible with gold. It 
is not united onthe precise method, nor the 
exact time, but it u a unit in its aim. Many 
plans have been pteposed. Their central 
idea is that resumption shall be brought 
about with the least possible disturbance of 
business interests, and within a reasonable 
length of time. This party insistg that the 
paper currency shall be of a steady and relia- 
ble value; that it shall not be exposed to in- 
cessant fluctuations; that the poor shall not 
be robbed and the stock-gambler enriched by 
the continued use of a currency which rises 
and sinks like the waves of a troubled sea. 
The third class will neither go forward nor 
stand still. Its members are determined to 
go back. They think the currency is worth 
too much, that it is too valuable and absorbs 
too much confidence. They propose to make 
it worth less. They are in love with che

These men want a currency that no prudent 
man will keep on his hands a moment longer 
than he can help, a currency that fluctuates 
violently, with a general tendency down- 
ward, so that the $10 bill will buy $8 worth 
of goods to-day, and $7 worth to-morrow, 
and $6 the day after. They want a currency 
that will be like rags tainted with some in- 
fectious disease, which the holder is afraid 
to handle or drops in disgust, or 
like a rotting pear, worthless unless 
instantly used, or like an electric eel, giving 
a shock of fear to every hand that touches it. 
The people, these men think, have too much 
faith in their greenbacks, depreciated and 
fluctuating as they are. They believe they 


selves at the expense of everybody else. 


THE MISSISSIPPI MURDERS. 

The dispatches sent by the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee of Mississippi 
to the effect that all is quiet in that State, 
that there are no disturbances, and that life 
and property are secure, consequently that 
there is no necescity for calling upon the mil- 
itary forces of the United States, are now 
shown to be false. All is not quiet in Mis- 
sissippi. There are disturbances there. Life 
and property are not secure, and there isa 
necessity for interference, both of a military 
and judicial sort, in order to protect innocent 
men who are being murdered. It now ap- 
pears that since the Vicksburg rufflans mur- 
dered their quota of negroes a new raid has 
been commenced upon them in Tallahatchie 
County. Last Tuesday, two negroes, who, it 
is claimed, came across the river from Arkan- 
sas, registered themselves as voters at Charles- 
ton, in the above county. In Northern States, 
in any States where law and order are respect- 
ed, presuming that the charge of false registry 
was true, the parties would have been ar- 
rested and tried by regular judicial proceed- 
ings and punished if the charge were proven. 
This, however, is not the way things are 
done in Mississippi. The fire-eaters usurp 
judicial prerogatives, and condemn and pun- 
ish all offenses by murdering the supposed 
offenders, provided they are negroes, without 
stopping to inquire whether they are guilty 
or not guilty, and, having murdered the of- 
fenders, then turn upon their friends and all 
other persons unfortunate enough to wear a 
black skin, who may get in their way, and 
murder them. This was the programme on 
this occasion. The two negroes were at once 
chased and fired upon. Some other negroes 
stood by them. The pursuers returned and 
reported that the negroes were swearing 
vengeance against them. At last accounts, 
calls had been made upon various towns for 
assistance, and the next news we may expect 
to hear is of a negro-hunt and the murder 
of all negroes who may happen to be in the 
way of the hunters, whether they are guilty 
of anything or not. In this affair, as in the 
Clinton massacre, the chief trouble is, first, 
that the victims are negroes, and, second, 
that they are Republicans.. Suppose that this 
rule of murdering those who register them- 
selves falsely were made universal, how large 
a part of the Democratic party in the North 
would survive the next election? The rule, 
however, is only good and operative where 
the offenders happen to be negroes and Re- 
publicans. 

In view of these later developments re- 
specting the Clinton massacre and the poasi- 
bility of its speedy repetition at Charleston, 
it is incumbent upon the Government to in- 
terfere and compel order. This is no longer 
the professional outrage business, nor stories 
set afloat by carpet-baggers for partisan pur- 
poses of outrages upon negroes. The reports 


come too direct and circumstantial, and are 


corroborated from too many independent 
sources, to be ignored or denied. The Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee 
when he sent that lying dispatch to Wash- 
ington that there was no trouble and no 
necessity of interference, thereby deceiving 
the President, knew the statement 
was false. He knew that everything 
was not quiet. He knew that cold. 
blooded murders had been committed. He 
knew that they had been committed by fire- 
eating Democratic roughs around Vicksburg, 
urged on by the teachings of such newspa- 
pers as the Vicksburg Herald. He knew that 
if justice were unimpeded these rufflans 
would be brought to the gallows. Instead of 
this, these murderers have slaughtered un- 
offending blacks with impunity, and they 
will continue todo soso long as there is no 
law to punish them and no power that will 
step in and protect their victims. It is 
evident enough that the Governor of the 
State is a weak, inefficient, timid man, who, if 
he knows his duty, does nor dare to perform 
it, and consequently that the blacks have 
no hope of defense from him.

The 
matter should not be allowed to sleep, but 
should be prosecuted with vigor until every 
one who can be identified as having been con- 
nected with the massacre of the negroes at 
Clinton has been caught and brought to trial. 
The wheels of the courts in Mississippi have 
been rusty too long. It is time they are set 
in motion, and that Justice takes her long-un- 
used sword in hand again. And there 
is another point to be urged in this connec- 
tion. The negroes must learn to defend 
themselves and strike back again. In the in- 
stance of the Clinton outrage they would 
have been justified in killing their persecu- 
tors. If there is going to be massacre, let it 
be massacre on both sides.

In the Council on Monday night, Ald. 
FirzGeRaLD submitted a resolution directing 
the Corporation Counsel to report an ordi- 
nance abolishing the offices of City Collector, 
City Assessor, and Tax Commissioner. The 
surprise is that such a resolution should be 
deemed necessary in order to remind the 
Common Council of their duty in the prem- 
ises. The city has legally, and in compliance 
with the General Revenue law, and under 
Bill 300, and in obedience to the require- 
ment of the charter of 1872, transferred the 
collection of all city taxes to the County Col- 
lector. All that remains, therefore, for the city 
to do in the way of assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes is to certify annually to the 
County Clerk the amount appropriated by 
the city and needed to be raised by taxation. 
There the whole powers and functions of the 
city terminate. No city officer has any power 
or authority to assess property for taxation; 
the entire duties of the Tax Commissioner's 
office, which were to equalize valuations and 
prepare books of assessments, have been ren- 
dered unnecessary, and, there being no taxes 
to becollected by any city officer, the Collector 
of Taxes becomes a supernumerary. Despite 
all these notorious facts, these three offices, 
with their numerous deputies, involving a 
large annual expense, continue. Of course 
it is opposed to party policy to ever 
abolish an office, or to dispense with 
useless employes.

On 
entering the Post-Oftice he met Desmond at the 
door. — instantly struck Gordon with 
his left fist on the neck, at the same time draw- 
ing his pistol, but giving Gordon time to draw 
his. Both fired about the sametime, and each 
fired four shots, both retreating as they fired. 
Gordon was not hit. Desmond was twice 
wounded in the left shoulder and 
at the pit of the stomach. Gordon 
did not see Desmond's wounds, but was told the 
second was probably fatal. Gordon at once tele- 
graphed to Dr. Hand, of this city, to go up and 
attend to the wounded man, and then surrender- 
ed himself to a Justice of the Peace. Evidence 
being given that he fired in self-defense, he was 
released on personal bond to appear when called 
Lor.

New Yor, Sept. 14.—Wiochester « Britton, 
District Attorney of Kings County, Brooklyn, 
lately wrote e letter to Mr. Beecher suggesting 
that the indictment against Francis D. Moulton 
for libel be nolie-prosed. Mr. Beecher in reply 
concurred in the proposed action of Mr. Britton, 
and the concurrence of Mr. Moulton was then 
asked. In a letter yesterday, and made public 
to-day, Mr. Moulton declines most peremptorily 
to consent to the withdrawal of the indictment. 
His letter is of the most imperative charagter.

false and malicious oution, hasten to give 
me the vindication of a sare amy yr of 
my innocence, or else a formal 2 tlal by a 
jury of my countrymen. Less than ia not the 
full measure of my rights ; less than this I disdain to 


accept, 

2. That the trial of the indictment against me will 
involve a heavy public expense, and obstruct other 
exigent business of courts, is an objection that should 
have been considered at an earlier stage of the pro- 
ceeding, and have availed to prevent your predecessor 
permitting the power of the District-Atcorfney’s office 
to be prostituted to the purposes of the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher in his controversy with Mr. Tilton.

The.review of the groups by Eastern artists is 
interrupted to-day to make room for some notes 
on the Chicago gallery, and will be resumed Fri- 
day. There is oecasion first for one or two gen- 
eral remarks. It has been explained before that 
Beard and Stafford had nothing to do with hang- 
ing this southwest room, and that the Chicago 
artists, to whom it was committed, made the 
mistake of appointing a large Hanging Commit- 
tee. This has led to some defects, possibly to 
some injustices, or partialities, in the arrange- 
ment, for which, however, no one member of 
the Committee can be held responsible. It may 
be supposed that each person on such @ 
tee, out of mere politeness, would wish to hang 
his associates’ pictures in the best position, but 
some 0! the artists, who have found only poor 
places, are disposed to find fault with soven 
committeemen each with from one to four pie- 
tures on the line.” The friendliness of the 
Hanging Committee towards each other and to- 
wards their associates will account for some pe- 
culiarities of the collection. Despite this disad- 
Vantage, the general excellence of the pictures 
is as creditable to Chicago as it is eurprising. 
Few of our people probably supposed that we 
could exhibit so many good works by so many 
hands. There are about sixty names of Chicago 
artists in he catalogue. Yet it is a common in- 
quiry in cultivated circles whether we have any 
artists in the city, and many a person 
fond and appreciative of pictures dow not know s 
single artist. This is only to be accounted for by the 
absorption of the artists, as well as the rest of the 
community, in their own pursuits, and their neglect 
of the cultivation of good society, and, it might per- 
haps be added, on the part of many of them, of culti- 
vation in general, outside of the art of painting.

Amended Bill in the Case of Cros- 
by vs. Crosby. 


The Wife Goes Over the Story of Her 
Husband's Alleged Fraud. 


Order in the Case of the Rockford Road 
Suit for False Imprisonment, 


Mrs, Fisk Clamors for Justice—Party-Wall 
Troubles—Judgments and New 
Suits, 


CROSBY VS. CROSBY. 
THE AMENDED GROSS BILL. 

The law’s proverbial delays seem to be well 
illustrated in the divorce case of Margaret Cros- 
by vs. Albert Crosby. The origina) bill was filed 
nearly two years ago to set aside a prior decree 
of divorce obtained by Mr: Grosby from his wife 
on the ground of desertion, and it made a num- 
ber of serious allegations in detail concerning 
the defendant's mode of life. In the course of 
a few weeks, exceptions wers filed.to the greater 
part of the charges in the bill, on the ground 
that they were irrelevant and impertinent. Sev- 
eral months then elapsed, and an argument was 
had last fall, the exceptions were sustained, and 
the irrelevant matter ordered to be stricken out. 

Inasmuch, however, as the remainder of the 
bill in the shape it then was amounted to but 
little more than a few dates, it was deemed best 
to draw anew bill. Plenty of time was again 
taken for that operation, and yesterday the 
amendid bill was piaced on file. Im this Mrs. 
Crosby states that she was married to Albert 
Crosby in the year 1847 in Rhode Island. Short- 
ly after their marriage they moved to tbis city, 
and lived bere for ten years, when they moved to 
Boston. In 1862 4 homestead was purchased in 
Roxbury, where Mrs. Orosby aud ber children 
bave ever since hved. Some time after their 
removal to Roxbury, business called Mr. Crosby 
to Chicago, where he has since lived the greater 
part of bis time. 


About ten years after the marriage, or about 
1857, the complainant states differences arose 
between herself and her hasband, which gradu- 
ally increased until a separation was a on. 
It was in 1870 or 1871 that the first serious steps 
were taken, and these were made by Mr, Crosby, who 
proposed to settle certain 8 on his wife on con- 
ition that they should live . After vain en- 
deavors to reconcile the existing difficulties, Mrs. Cros- 
by says she was induced to agree to his propositions, 
and she accordingly came to Chicago, arriving here on 
the 12th of January, 1872. An arrangement was im- 
mediately made by which Mr. Crosby was to pay a 
stipulated sum of money and deed ber the homestesd 
in Roxbury, and she in return was to release al; dower 
in his property and live away from him. MNeither 
party, however, was to apply for a divorce. During the 
negotiations, Mrs. Crosby states, she expressed a de- 
sive to employ a lawyer, but this step was op d by 
her husband and his agents, who represented that, if 
she persisted in obtaining the services of an attorney, 
all negotistions would be broken off. Abont the time 
the affair was closed up, a paper was presented to her, 
which ran as follows : 


Albert Crosby, 
bis Chancery. 


vs. 
Margaret Crosby. 

I hereby enter my appearance in the above cause. 

This paper, Mrs. Crosby states, she signed on the 
representation that some legal steps would be necessary 
in set her dower. The business was then finished, 
and . started back to Roxbury on the 13th of Janua- 
ry, 1872. 
in the Circuit Court, charging her with desertion for 
over two years, and asking for 4divores. At the same 
tune this appearance was fied, and a decree granted to 
him in due time. 

Mrs. Crosby now files 3 bill to review and set aside 
that decree, alleging that it was obtained by fraud and 
false re tations, charging that she never desert- 
ed her husband; that the paper by her was 
given ten days before the suit was un, and wae, 
therefore, thanifestly mvalid to be in that subse- 
quent pr „ She also claims that the decree 
was void; Arst, une no allegation was made in 
her husband bill that he was at the time he filed it a 
resident of Cook County; second, that it did not 
from the record that any default 


op pear 
had entered or pro confesso 


rendered against bim ; third, that no rule was entered | 
on her to answer: and. fourth, it did not appear that 


she was notified of the hearing of the cause. 
Mrs. Crosby also alleges that, prior to 1872, her bus- 
band and one Georgia T. Garrison conspired together 
to obtain a divorce from their respective partners, and 
then todntermmarry. This was effected, Mr. Crosby 
furnishing Mrs. Garrison money to obtain her divorce, 
and he then married her in June, 1872, Learning of 
this fact and of her own divorce in December, 1873, 
Mrs. Crosby immediately came on here, and a bill 
to set the decrée aside. She states that her husband 
caused his bill to be secretly filed, and had all men- 
tion of it suppressed from all the newspspers, 
so that she could not learn of it sooner, and if the de- 
cree cannot be reviewed for errors apparent therein, 
she prays that it may be set aside for fraud. A rule 
was also eutered on the defendant to file an answer in 
twenty days. pe

FAST MAIL-TRAINS. 
ARRIVAL OF THE FIRST ONE, 

The first of the fast mail-trains, which are to run 
between this city and New York, arrived bere yester- 
day morning via the Pennsylvania Central and Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne Railroads. This was not exactly a 
mail -trainm, although so called, since its only freight 
consisted of a quantity of Eastern newspapers of Mon- 
day morning’s date and a party of Eastern newspaper 
men.

It, however, served the purpose of proving the entire 
feasibility of the experiment, the trip from New York 
being made in twenty-six hours.

INTERIOR PORTS. 
WORKINGS OF THE TRANSPORTATION ACT. 
Special lnepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasurneron, D. C., Sept. 14.—M. L. Hale, 
Special Agent of the Treasury, to-day submitted 
to the Secretary of the Treasury his report upon 
the interior ports of entry and the Immediate 
Transportation act. The report is a document 
of twenty-seven pages. Itis a very exhaustive 


port of arrival to the 
port of destination. Mr. Hale finds that 
appraisals in the West under 
act are properly conducted, and that there 
no anderyaluations. He has taken sam 
the leading lines of goods and submit them 
to the appraisers of the leading Eastern ports. 
The appraiser at Boston submitted a written 
report, in which he stated that the appraisals at 
Chicago and other Western ports on certain lines 
of goods were even more than upon the same 
goods in Boston. Hale finds that the system is 
a very important one for the West, and that it 
is honestly and im the main properly conducted. 
Hale recommends 
SFVERAL CHANGES IN THE REGULATIONS 
with respect to the Immediate Transportation 
act. One is that a special agent shall accompany 
all goods imported under this act from the 
wharves of the port of first arrival to the cars in 
which they are to be transported West. There 
appears to be a chance for fraud. as the regula- 
tions now stand, during this transfer. He also 
recommends that, if part of an invoice reaches 
the West in advance of the other por- 
tions, that part may be entered without being 
detained to wait for the rest, but the bond is not 
to be released until the whole invoice has been 
received and the duties paid. The report recom- 
mends some other changes relative to the man- 
agoment of this class of goods in transport.

THE WHISKY FRAUDS, 


CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Sept. 14.—Revenue officials 
were around to-day among wholesale liquor- 
houses, examining books, which resulted in 
finding many instances where packages of spirits 
gauged and reported at 10 and 20 gallons each, 
had been thrown upon the market as contain- 
ing from 20 to 300 galions, Most of these were 
from tbe Pacific Distillery, whose officers 
were reported yesterday as having made 
afiidavit of the destruction of their ac- 
counts up to the Ist of last July. 
The discoveries thus far made by officials indi- 
cate very extensive frauds, in winch not only 
dealers and distillers but also revenue officials 
are believed to be implicated. Telegrams from 
the Revenue Department at Washington re- 
ceived here to-day announce the dismissal from 
the service of J. N. Driscoll and F. M. Montell, 
United States Gaugers, for complicity in these 
frands. The investigation is —. actively 
pushed, aud it is probable that the guilty 
will be brought to account without any furtuer 
delay than the work of unearthing facts renders 
necessary.
